Having taken a public 
part in that Houfe fome years.fince, as Prelident of 
the Secret Committee, vom upon the fpur of a 
difafter, had been inted originally to enquire.

plied to the Houfe for its proper powers, his opi- 
nions were known, and fome of them recorded on 
the Journals, His fituation, therefore, at the Board 
of Controul, was fomewhat aukward.
